Probably 
several times, at least, as do most of us, And most 
persons, come the 'end of the month, begin reciting 
"thirty days hath September, April, June and Novem- 
ber, etc.," before they mentally flip into the next 
month. 


All this would be changed, if a certain Canadian- 


born New York businessman had his way. Maurice 
Freedman is preparing a replacement for the Gregor- 
ian calendar to the United Nations — a replacement 
which, while it certainly would play havoc with tradi 
tion,, would at least enable one to know what day it 
was without the aid of nursery rhymes or almanacs. 


Constant dates are provided by the "calendar of 


the sun." The first day of each month begins on Mon- 
day, as does the loth. Each month contains 30 days, 
except December, which has 35. The last two days of 
each month are inventions of the creator, called res- 
pectively Uniday and Newday.

Uniday, suggests Mr. Freodman, should be a noli 


day. This would provide a three-day weekend each 


• month, which would be at least partly compensatec 
by the savings in millions of 'dollars of economic waste 
caused by inefficiencies in constantly changing dates of 
the Gregorian version of keeping track of lime.

to throw it into the middle of civilization's marcl 
through time, particularly since nothing more calami 
tous will result from the continued use of the Gregori 
an calender than some wasted motion now and then.

Do pause for a few moments at 


the section of the meat counter 
where the veal is displayed. Here 
you will be pleasantly surprised 
by the realization that veal can 
add a good deal of variety to your 
meat menu. Whether you choose 
a roast, chops, steaks, or cutlets 
you will find thqt the delicate 
flavor of veal combines well with 
many seasonings and other ingre- 
dients. 
Veal may be roasted, 


braised, 
or 
stewed, 
depending 


upon the cut. Veal is not broiled 
because it is lacking in fat. 


The bone-in shoulder and leg 


cuts arc the most popular oven 
roasts.^The loin makes fine roasts 
but is usually cut into chops. A 
slow oven with the temperature 
set at 325 degrees is recommended 
for roasting veal. The veal roast 
should be placed on a rack in a 
low sided, .open pan. The meat 
thermometer is placed with care 


No moisture, is added. The- sur- 


face of the roast may be rubbed 
with the cut surface of a garlic 
clove or soy sauce, thyme, or 
crumbled bjy leaf, and salt and 
pepper. The roasting pan is placed 
in the oven without a cover for a 
true oven roast A veal oven roast 
should always be cooked to well- 
done (180 degrees) on the roast 
meat thermometer to be served 
at its flavorful best. The boneless 
shoulder roast can be oven roasted 
but is more often braised; that is. 
browned in hot fat, seasoned, and 
placed on a rack in a heavy kettle. 
Then a cup or so of bouillon, toma- 
!o juice, or water is added. A tight 
fitting lid is put on and the veal 
is "pot roasted" at a low temper- 
ature on the surface of the range 
or in the oven. A 3 to 5 pound 
roast will be done in about 2 
hours. The veal chops and cutlets 
are also braised.
